Nationalisation In Insurance: 
| Intricate Subject

Recently the various committees of the International Marine In- 
surance Union have met in Copenhagon to prepare the agenda for the St. 
Moritz conference, which is to be held in September. 

A new committee entitled “Freedom of Insurance 
been appointed with a view to combating restrictive nationalistic practices 
by which certain nations seek to obtain 


own markets. 


The appointment of this committee coincides most happily witha 


_-report_of the proceedings at a.session.a York of the Transport and 
Communications Commission .of the United Natlons, in W 
ing practices in marine insurance ware the subject of o resolution. 


_ This report is all the more 
important in that it reveals, 
that concern over the 
restrictive practices of cer- 
tuin nations is spreading 
from marine insurance clr-; 
cles, to which it was pre- 
viously confined, to the com- 
mercial world at large, 
writes D. King-Page in the 
Journal of Commerce. 

According to “World Trade,” 
the organ af the International 
(Chamber of Commerce, Mr 
John T. Byrne, representing the 
chamber, sald that, restrictive 
practices requiring the purchase 
of insurance in) a particular 
market. deprived the merchant 
of the right to select terms of 
sale mis! suited to his partti- 
cular requirements, Moreover, 
the merchant. might not be able 
to sell the goods while in transit 
tw o national of a country re 
quiring Insurance to be placed 
locally,» Credit might be un- 
available beenuse banks — re- 
quire insurance in n sulis{actory 
form to afford desirable 
security, Tho merchant mignt 
for his own protection wish to 
buy ndditionnl contingency, 
Insurance, the cost of which; 
would ultimately be borne by | 
the consumer, 

CURRENCY NESTRICTIONS 

Confusion and delay beset the 
merchant, not to mention the 
fear of incurring heavy ponal- 
ties for failure to comply with 
local restrictions, Currency xo-; 
strictions, said Mr Byrne, were; 
difficult to ascertain, They 
seldom existed. in the farm of 
a@ written law or regulation, but 
usually consisted of a suggestion 
from the exchange official, re- 
commending the purchase of 
local insurance. The merchant 
knew well that the granting of 
his import or export cence 
was contingent upon compliance 
“with such suggestions, 

The International Chamber 
of Commerce, said Mr Byrne, 
belioved that the principle of 
free trade wos not inconsistont 
with the development of sound 
individual markets. Restrictive 
practices only resulted in the 
development of artificially pros! 
Youled “marke witch were: un- 
able to vemter eMeient and 
economical sorvice to world 
trade, and this restricted world 
‘wade itself, — Individual mar- | 
kets should) be permitted to 
develop with perfect fneedom, 
which would be assured to them 
if their importers and exporters 
were free to negotiate undor j 
usual terms and conditions, 

The weipht of the opinion of 
the representative of the LC.C.

FULL INDEMNITY 

Continuing my, review of Mr 
Frunk Hogg's address to the 
annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Avernge Adjusters, we 
come to what Mr Hogg called 
the most important of all cases 
dealing with the rights of in- 
surers under subrogation, prior 
to the Marine Insurance Act of 
1906. It is the case of Castellain 
v. Preston (1883) and did not 
cencern ® marine but a fire in- 
surance contract, A vendor con- 
tracte with a purchaser! 
the suic, at a specified sum, . 
a house which was insun , 
against fire, After the date c 
the contract, but before — the. 
date flxed for complotion, the 
house was damaged by fire and 
the vendor rocelved tho iIn- 
surunce moncy, Tho purchose 
was , duly completed for the 
original price, without any 
ubutement on account of the 
flre damage. It way held that 
the insurance company was 
entitled to recover the amount 
which they had. pald the 
vendor. 

Mr Hopgye quoted Lord Justlee 
Brett's appeal Judgment to the 


-affeet—that- the; very~foundation: 


of every rule which had been 
pramulgnted and acted an by 
the g¢ourls, with regurd to In- 
uice law, was that the con- 
t of insurance in a marino 
fire policy wag a contract of 
indemnity, and of imdemnity

Later, the learned judge said 
that he hact mentioned the doct- 
ting of abandonment for the 
purpose of coming ta the doct- 
rine of subrogation. That dact- 
vine did not arise: upon uny of 
the terms of the contract of 
insurance; it was only another 
Proposition which © had been 
adopted for tho purpose of 
carrying out the fundamental 
rulo which ho had = montlaned, 
and it was a doctrine in favour 
of the undorwriters or insurers 
from recovoring more than a 
full indemnity; it had been 
adopted solely for that reagon.

SEIZURE BY ENBMY 
Another .case cited 4 Mr 
fo as that of Glen Line v. 

‘Attorney-General (1930). The

Nationalisation ‘Murmur 
Over Sumatra Fields © 


Jakarta, June 6. 


A low murmur about nationalisation. of 
Indonesia’s huge oil fields can be heard in parlia- 


mentary circles. 
Teuku Hassan, former 


governor of North Sumatra 


and now chairman of, the Indonesian parliament's econo- 
mic section, is sponsor of new legislation—in blueprint 
stage—demanding that the big oil companies share 2 sub- 
stantially larger share of thelr profits with the govern. | 


ment, 


Indonesla, chicf producer of 
petroleum in the Far East, 
turns out annually 6,000,000 
tons of ojl products, Most of 
the production. Is handled by 
(wo foreign companies: the 
“Batoofse Petroleum Maats- 
chappij" (BPM) of the Royal 
Dutch Shell group and Stan- 
dard Vacuum, an American 
concern. 

Before the Dutch ceded 
sovereignty to the young Indo- 
neslan . Republic In 1949, both 
companies won favourable con- 
tracts allowing them to keep 
most of thelr  carnings in 
foreign money. This, the Dutch 
reasoned, ‘would enable BPM 
and Standard Vacuum to re- 
build their war-devastated , in- 
stailations as fast as possible. 

Today, Indonesia's output of 
petroleum har well surpassed 
the prewar) mark, ond the 
prosperity of the forelgn com- 
panies has not escaped the’ at- 
tention of Indonesia's new 
parliament, 

PANGKALAN BRANDAN 

Hassan has one plan, that 
will particularly. affect BPM, 
which concerns the Pangkalan 
Brandan oll flelds in Atjeh, 
.North Sumatra, owned by 
BPM, out run by Indonesians

In an interview, Hassan, said 
the Pangkalan Brandan fields 
and installallons’ should net 
simply be handed back 10 the old 
owners, BPM.
